For THE JuRyY.—As will be 
seen by our report of Senate proceed. 
ings yesterday, Senator Grandy rose 


‘to a question of personal privilege, 


in which he takes the News Re- 
porter to task for misrepresenting 
him in his remarks in opposition 
to the Constitutional Amendment bill 
in the Senate, February 5th. Notwith- 
stroding Mr. Grandy was in the Senate 
ou the following day,‘and read, or had 
an opportunity of reading, the News 
report, yet he says nothing of this error 
(?) tili after he spends nearly a week 
with his constituency. 

As to the misrepresentation, we very 
respectfully beg to differ in’ opinion 
with Mr.Grandy. We say that our re- 
port is a correct report of the position 
taken by him, and we are willing to 
rest the question of difference with the 
President and members of the Senate, 
and if we are wrong, then weare will- 
ing to make the correction asked for. 
But we are unwilling for Mr. Grahdy 
or Mr. anybody else to _ get 
up nine days after a report is written, 
find flaws suitable to his purpose and: 


then get us toadmit that we are wrong. 


Since our career as Reporter of the 
News, both in the Senateand in the 
House, we have carefully avoided any 
report that was not ina strict iccordance 
with the facts, and never in a single in- 
stance discriminating in favor of party. 
In onr side remarks, elsewhere than 
in ouf reports, “we of course 
commented as we pleased on the ac- 
tion of members. |

alterations or amendments to that 
instrument at this time. It was not 
important, and the people did not 
demand a change. If — there 
were . imperfections in the Con- 
stitution,ue would rather stand by them | 
than to “fly to evils he knew not of,” as 
this bill proposes, He reterred to the 
clause in the Constitution providing 
how it shall be changed or amended, 
and argued that the eighteen bills now. 
offered were not in accordance there - 
with. He was here interrupted by Mr.; 
Morehead, of Guilford, who asked if he, 
would vote for the original bill. Mr. 
Grandy—no, sir. He thought the pas- 


‘sage of the original bill was calculated 


to uproot the whole government of the 
State. To support the amendments as 
they appear,he thought would be antag- 
Onistic to the law now existing, and 
would necessarily lead to revolution. A 
violation of one part was a violation of 
the whole, and he conselled Senators 
to avoid the dangerous ground they 
were treading. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, replied to 
the above remarks, when Mr. Grandy 
again took the floor and said: “His 
book of Constitutions did not read as | 
the Senator’s from Guilford. He would 
ask if the last General Assembly passed 
eightcen bills? (Auswered by Senator 
from Guilford. There were eighteen 
amendments offered.) He could not so 
see it. He was not here to make party 
capital. Ifhis people did not like his 
course, and did not vote for him again, 
he could remain at home. It would be 
better for the Republican party to sink 
than for tuese constitutional amend- 
ments to pass; better there should be 
no party than a revolution, and he 
though a revolution would iuevitably 
tollow if this sacred instrument, the 
Constitution, was tampered with. The 
present Constitution was as good a one 
as North Carolina ever had, and the 
people enjoyed more rights and privi- 
leges under it than ever before, and now 
to changeit would bring upon us an- 
other revolution. 

Mr. Gudger said he was a friend to 
the bill, but opposed to war. He was 
satisfied with the one he had just pass- 
ed through, and if the gentleman (Mr. 
Grandy) could show the strength of his 
argument, he would take pleasure in 
going with him; but he was not to be 
frightened by this old Republican dodge 
of the cry of war. It was the known 
policy of the Republican party to resort 
io these alarming subterftuges. Heread 
from the Cunstitution to show that 
amendments proposed were 1n strict 
accordance with law. He was ready 
now and here to lay violent (?) hands on 
this organic law, and knew. he would 
feel better in doing so.

One of the saddest mysteries connect> 
ed with the lite war is the fate of 
Col. C. C. Tew, formerly Superintenent 
of the Hillsboro Miltary Academy, and 
the first Colonel of the Second North 


Carolina Regiment of State Troops. 


lhe last time Col. Tew was seen was

In that engagement Col. Tew fell into 
the hands of the enemy, but it seems.

As there was no positive evidence of 
his death, his friends in the army and 
relatives at home indulged the hope 
that bis life had been spared and that 
sooner or later tidings of his where- 


abouts would be received. — 


The war wore onapace. Batch after 
batch of Confederate prisoners were ex- 
changed. Weeks, months, years passed 
on, until at last the armies of the South 
were vanquished by superior numvers 
and peace proclaimed, Still the fate of 
Tew remained enveloped in mystery. 
The hopes that were once indulged of 


his safety gradually faded away, und 


thorough conviction fastened itself upon 
the public mind that he was slain at 
Sharpsburg—either killed in the fight, 
or murdered by some heartless coward ) 


after he was captured. 


Long after the friends and relatives of 
Col. Tew had despaired of hearing any 
farther tidings of his fate, a rumor was 
started from. some source that he was 
captured alive, and for some insult or 
offence to the Government committed 
by him, had been sentenced to confine- | 
ment’ and herd labor, with other politi- | plucky to the last, even ip 
cal prisoners, at the Dry Tortugas. This 
information was alleged to be given by 
ao escaped prisoner {rom the Tortugas, 
svho had.seen and conversed with Col. 
Tew, and who gave a romantic account 
of the drudgery and hardships of that 
officer while undergoing the penalty of 
imprisonment. As soon as these rumors 
reached the ears of Mrs. Tew, through 
the late lamented Judge Thomas Ruffin 
she caused an inquiry to be instituted 
by the Government, and after diligent 
investigation it was ascertained that no 
such person as C. C. Tew had ever been 


confined at the Dry Tortugas. 


Thus the matter was put at rest, and 
all hope was again. abandoned. This 
investigation was made by the War De- 
partment in 1867, and from that time 
until a few weeks since, uo one thought 


the question would ever again arise. 


On the 25th ult., upon the authority 
of Captain A. B. Andrews, we publish- 
ed in our local columns the substance of 
a conversation between Capt. Andrews 

Cunfederate General Maury, in re- 
lation to Colonel Tew’s tate, in which 
General Maury stated that he had re- 
cently conversed with a Confederate 
so!dier who had been released from the 
Dry Tortugas, and who bad assured him 
that “Colonel C, C. Tew, of North Car.

Ictis true that Castilian pride was 
hurt at this rejection of the throne,-to 
which the choice of the Cortes bad 
elevated Amudeus from a petty Italiar 
Princedom. The frank, blunt statement 
of his reasons for his action may also 
have had their effect. There was some- 
thing beyond this, however, that 
prompted the unanimous vote, and the 
appointment of troops to escort the 
King to the frontier. The Cortes has 
long becn jealous of a rival power. 
Divided as it is into factions, all par.

be the supreme power in Spain, 
as cach faction hopes and expects to 
possess the ascendency over its oppon 
ents. It has declared itself the sovereign 
Cortes at last. The true meaning is, we 
take it, that the Cortes will attempt to 
govern under the name of a repubiic. 
it a President should be appointed, for 
appearance sake, he will be merely a 
figure head. No man who, lke M. 
Thiers, has opinions of his own, and an 
idea of possessing some small subs-ance 
of the governing power, would be toler- 
ated as ruler of Spain under a Republi- 
can form of Government. 
first effects of this new order of things

That unfortunate island will, we 
fear, be in no better plight under re- 
public than under a monarchy, in fact 
the first effortof the former will be tu 
gain prestige by dealing with refractory 
colony with a strong hand.—Dultimore 
Gazette.
